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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the section 102(a) 
rejection be withdrawn is not persuasive. Please note the statute which states that for 102(a) the invention was known before not one 
year prior which is found in 102(b) Applicant's argument that Niikura does not suggest the use of a frequency decomposer that 
generates low and high frequency signatures is not persuasive. Please note Niikura figure 15, wherein the low frequency component is 
the DC component. Also note the examiner relied upon Jafarkhani to show the high frequency component as seen in column 3, lines 1- 
10. Applicant's argument that Jafarkhani relates to analyzing video in the time domain not in the frequency domain is not persuasive. 
Please note Jafarkhani figure 1. The examiner notes that the wavelet processing or analyzing is done in the frequency domain.. 
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
